At the present time, when re­ 
ligion is

scathing search for its place in the 
thought of man, Louise Browne, 
who is to lecture at College 
on 
Tuesday a* 8:00 p. rn., March 27, 
ha* made a real contribution with 
his “This Believing World,’’ the 
simple story of comparative relig­ 
ions, which is among the 1926 best 
selling non-fiction.
